Paul, Phyllis ~ Norton 
TWICE LOST $3.95 


* A quiet, subtle spellbinder is a skillful piece of highwire work- between 
accidental or intentional violence, and between the real or imaginary visitations which 
later attend the disappearance of a seven year old, shifty, sneaky, abject and rejected 
Vivian Lambert. It is Christine Gray, a seventeen year old girl, the last to see her, 
who is left with the greatest guilt after her unsolved departure- and is close to a 
breakdown. Her instability at this point explains her marriage to the much older, 
famous writer Thomas Antequin, who had recently left London to live in an old, possibly 
haunted, house in this small English village. In the years to follow, Thomas' son 
Keith, who had created the legend of his father's repute in order to profit by it, re- 
sents Christine, destroys their marriage, and plans to destroy Thomas after his death 
by proving that he had killed the little girl.

THE PROJECT $3 .50 


The author of the wry The Breaking of Bumbo (1959) here poses the morality of 
creating a weapon for destruction in the name of peace and the effect of bringing it to 
the point of firing, on four scientists, two of their wives, and a security officer. 
Helen is driven to experimenting with Axel, the director of the Project, finds him im- 
potent and more devious than she suspected; Pat, her husband, suffers his cuckolding in- 
nocently; Harold and his wife Andy, in their childlessness, know greater guilt for what 
the Project can do; Heff, a hunchback, whose humor is as twisted as his spine, veers from 
mockery to a kind of faith; James, doubting Axel's integrity, is sure his security report 
will not contain the real truth. Axel, in his diary reveals his intentions to use the 
Project to "finalize history", to end inequality and to prove his superiority - and heads 
the missile towards Russia. Some incisive portraiture, glittery argument, and cynical 
conversations give this a pace - but perhaps keep it from a general market.

Kaye, Tom Abelard-Schuman 
IT HAD BEEN A MILD, DELICATE NIGHT $2 ..95 
Tom Kaye is a sociologist presently on the staff of the University College of . 
Ghana. He describes this short book, his first novel, as "a diagnostic experiment in al- 


legorical expressionism" and his publishers claim that "he sees his novel as part of his 
whole sociological inquiry into the failure of modern Western society to provide the con- 
ditions necessary for creative living". With this ambitious introduction one might reason- 
ably expect more from Mr. Kaye than the unsophisticated and unoriginal notion that the 
"natural man" is the best man - Rousseau's doctrine of salvation couched in sociological/ 
psychological terms. The "allegory" is worked out in the London streets of the present 
and the principal figures are: Faith, a beautiful, calculating, art critic; Henry, a 
morally anemic editor of a literary magazine called Paprika; and Jaques, a tramp, des- 
eribed as "a gargoyle presiding at a tryst in a fountained court". Henry and Faith and 
Faith's husband, for all their modern knowledgeability, are really empty shells but it is 
Faith who is looking for something Deeper and more Meaningful. She finds what she is 
looking for, though she is terrified and overwhelmed by the encounter, in an explosive 
translation of Poussin's Bacchanalian Dance with the pursuing satyr and "noble suppliant", 
Jaques. Unquestionably the manner in which the author works out his theme is imaginative 
and he does show more adherence to syntax than his less pretentious "American primitive" 
counterparts, On the Road. (LC: 60-8961)

Seager, Allan Ivan Obolensky 
DEATH OF ANGER . $3.95 


A comfortless look at the life of Hugh Canning finds him in his late forties- 
he is the big man in a little midwestern town; a factory owner; a bank director; and a 
warden of the Episcopal Church. He is also childless and virtually wifeless since Hedwig, . 
the girl he had married, had proved to be sexually unapproachable and had gone to bed for 
twelve years after the "bestiality" of the muptials. A rather commonplace man, Canning 
had put up with all he had to do without except for the occasional hankerings of the flesh 
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which now make him vulnerable to Flora Killian, a nurse hired to take care of Hedwig. 
He is also wistfully paternal towards Donald, a young man he takes in his employ, 
with the unacknowledged hope of finding a son. He leaves town with Flora for New 
York- then Europe- and there are a few weeks of heady sexual indulgence, but Flora 

is not easily satisfied; she supplements Canning with casual strangers- and then with 
Donald. At the end Canning is left alone to return to Hedwig- and in a moment of 
self-recognition has realized the spiritual lacunae of his existence. Canning tells 
his own story with such matter of fact acceptance that it is hard to find it disturb- 
ing save in its larger, remoter implications- i.e. that the American man has no ca- 
pacity for experience or taste for living beyond his sexual appetite. (1C;60-13088)

Stein, Daniel M. Crown 
WALL OF NOISE $3.95 


Competently written, but somewhat lacking in imagination, this is the long 
story of the rise to fame and subsequent degeneration of a capable, small-town horse 
trainer. Heavily-laden with California race-track and trainer jargon, the book de- 
votes great attention to racing horses and the way in which a love of them affects 
trainer, owner, and ignorant observer. Yet, despite the fact that the author is 
obviously well-versed in the ways and backways of the racetrack and its processes, 
these are described with a detachment and lack of emotion which approach insensi- 
tivity. Nevertheless, the interweaving of cheap. side-line romances and gambling 
intrigues with an acute development of one man's character is deftly achieved. 

This latter is an outstandingly able man in his field - the training of race horses 
-, with a deep love of the animal and rigid sense of professional ethics; but the 
combination of his deep-rooted inferiority complex and the stubborn and heady nature 
of the inveterate gambler quickly and effectively put him on the path of dissipated 
failure - both emotional and professional. Interesting, and of primary appeal to 
the race-track enthusiast.

Zermatten, Maurice Doubleday 
THE FOUNTAIN OF ARETHUSA $3.95 


For this novel Maurice Zermatten, author of eleven novels, plays, short 
stories and historical studies, received the Grand Prix de Literature. The novel's 
theme is the conflict between good and evil and its closest counterpart is The Diary 
of a Country Priest, Seraphim Clivaz, priest of the small village of Flaches, one 
of the world's immoeents - "a fool for Christ", is an uneducated, destitute, sickly 
man who has alienated almost his parishioners - except for a few children, the elderly 
and the infirm, by his unserving allegiance to Truth and by his unrelenting opposi- 
tion to the malevolent and criminal Jacques Tenembart. Jacques, infuriated by the 
cure's denunciations determines to murder him but accidentally kills a crippled girl 
who had befriended Seraphim. Seemingly overcome by remorse, Jacques confesses to the 
cure on the spot, thus sealing his lips, and then begins a process of implicating 
the cure in the murder. Refusing to defend himself, baffling his interrogators by 
his silence, Seraphim goes to prison, full of doubt about his obligations and his own 
responsibility in the affair, beaten and bordering on despair. He dies in prison 
before the investigation is closed and his death moves Tenembart's invalided wife 
to reveal the truth. Only by his death - an obvious martyrdom, was Seraphim able to 
touch those who rejected his every effort. The book is realistic, psychologically 
concerned, and moving but Seraphim does not achieve the stature of Bernanos' young 
priest for he seems finally to lack the humanity that made Bernanos' hero unforget-

Ashton-Warner, Sylvia Simon & Schuster 7 
INCENSE TO IDOLS $3 .95 





The same volatile, even febrile, nervous, expansive, self-revelatory technique 
which was so effective in last year's Spinster has again been applied with an equal vir- 
tuosity in this novel. But it is a tour de force, and as such it is essentially pre- 
carious- and perhaps does not bear repetition; and whereas Anna of the earlier book was 
a very touching figure, Germaine de Beauvais here, a woman of great beauty and no morals, 
headily, happily pursuing her way of the transgressor, commands little of the indulgence 
she permits herself. Having left Paris for New Zealand where she plays a little piano, 
she engages in her reveries, cultivates her depravities and "venerates" her idols as she 
listens to the sermons of the Reverend Brett Guymer whose rectitude attracts her. But 
although he proves "so laggard a lover", not so her teacher, Leon, or the town doctor, 
or a husband and father whose wife is critically ill. At the end, alone in the church, 
while her devastation is complete- so is her submission... The self-portrait here is 
again structured on an extended soliloquy and it is a difficult, demanding accomplish- 
ment. There can be no question of its limited success- Germaine in her vanity and 
volupte and waywardness is worthlessly convincing. (LC: 60-10988)

Penfield, Wilder Little, Brown 
THE TORCH $4.75 


No Other Gods (1954) revealed Wilder Penfield as gifted in breathing new life 
into old bones. That was a story of Abram of Ur. The Torch does the same thing with 
the story- half legendary, half history, as archaeology has proved it today- of the be- e& 
ginnings of medicine as a science, with Hippocrates as the central figure. The island 
of Cos in the Aegean Sea provides the setting for his story, and when it is devoted to 
his increasing concern with a novel approach to healing and to the study of the patient 
and the symptoms, it is of lively interest. Some of the source material stems back to 
Cos' other famous figure- Herodotus, the historian; some to the speech of Hippocrates 
which prepared the way for the formulation of the Oath known to every medical student. 
But chiefly it is a biography in story form, stressing the tensions, the conflicts 
caused by a semi-mythological and pagan belief at odds with findings of the then new 
and widening world. Where Penfield seeks to liven his story with romance and adventure, 
it deadens it- instead, for the other figures, the wholly fictional ones, never come quite 
alive. Nonetheless, the story supplies yet another segment in the widening pattern of the 
ancient past revivified in modern literature. (LC: 60-9349)

WEDDING TRAIN $4.50 


The town of Merifield, Montana, in 1902, is the setting for young Nellie Thomp- 
son's making the marriage she always wanted - but there are obstacles that take her quite 
a while. She meets Howard MacLean, a drummer, on the train - he is engaged to Amelia 
Whitney in St. Paul, and she has come to marry Tom Cavanagh, related to her family in 
Kentucky, whom she has never met. Tom insists on a justice-of-the-peace marriage, is 
evasive and withdrawn, and turns out to be suspected of killing a neighbor. Nellie finds ; 
she is pregnant, gets a job teaching and, at Tom's trial when he is judged innocent, 4 
breaks away from him. Howard has bought The Commercial, is doing all right in spite of 
threats that the Great Northern R.R. is pulling out, marries Amelia, and is finally able 
to help Nellie prove Tom is dead. Her miscarriage, the efforts of the minister's family, 
the help of other friends, lead to her marriage to the son of the banker and she achieves 
even more importance when he goes into politics. But Howard's wife's plans and efforts 
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for recognition in influencing Nellie's mother-in-law are disastrous, Nellie's hus- 
band is killed, Howard's wife runs off with the doctor...and at last Nellie and 
Howard are free. There's enough for Montana history, local families and happenings 
to keep this from the straight soap opera line and to make it an acceptable intelli- 
gent book for women.

Now it is the uneasy, unhappy years before the Civil War which 
abrade the lives of the Catletts on their Virginia plantation, with ‘theire prescience- 
like "bindweed"-of what is ahead. And the Catletts- "tidewater land and nigger poor" 
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have no alternative for subsistence except "the passing of money for a man". The story 

here is subsidiary to the harsh, sad circumstances of this troubled time and mostly con- 

cerns the orphaned Melinda and her cousin, Johnny Catlett, close since childhood. Melinda, - 
unwilling to wait for Johnny, marries- lovelessly- the more substantial Crawford Kregg, 

and her reunion with Johnny- at his father's death- leads only to her withdrawal from the 

world and her death.... Mary Lee Settle writes with real feeling for this fading, failing 

South, for its complex attachments of the blood and of the land, for its gallantries- and 
pretenses, and has created a moving, living portrait of this time and place.

Cooper, Elizabeth Ann Doubleday 
NO LITTLE THING $3.95 


This is a skillful and emotionally charged first novel about a priest's abandon- 
ment of his vocation and it is the winner of Doubleday's Catholic Prize Fiction Award. 
Michael Mundy, at 30,five years a priest, has been able to achieve, because of his temper- 
ment, a detachment from "the things of the world" and he cut himself off from interest in 
people for their own sakes "lest the merits of one should make another seem worthless". 

For this he was considered austere, cold and standoffish. He saves a beautiful girl singer 
from suicide and having become responsible, in a way, for her life he becomes hopelessly 
involved, eventually spends one tortured, guilt-ridden night with her. He had almost 
reconciled himself to his own weakness and the folly of his pride when he learns that 

she's pregnant. He leaves the Church, marries her, and,looking for some kind of peace 

of mind, settles in his agnostic uncle's artist colony in the Southwest. But he is 
haunted by the knowledge of what he really is and when he encounters a car accident and 

a young girl calling for a priest he gives her absolution out of compassion and the in- 
escapable knowledge of the nature of his life. Finally though it is his need for his wife = 
and the realization that he loves her that somehow, mystically, makes his decision clear 
and he returns to the Church. Miss Cooper, a descendant of James Fenimore Cooper, writes 
with force and knowledgeability (e.g., her description of the colony as a "lost cost pro- 
ject for runaways") but except for Catholic readers (for whom the book might be more 
meaningful) even the most willing suspension of disbelief would fail to credit the am- 
biguity of the author's conclusion. Or if accepted dramatically might well be rejected 
logically.

He is 
part of the collapse in front of the Union strength, Bragg's classic rearguard action 
in keeping of 50,000 Union troops for 9 hours; he becomes a fugitive, is wounded and 
loses an arm, and, in trying to find the last of their group, is able to escape 
Bragg's firing squad and head for home. Yeasty with its young buffalo grass boys, 
tough in its action, graphic on the battlefield, this tells its story with accom- 
plished ease and dash.

COME WITH ME HOME $4.00 


This comes closer to the spirit of Sing Out the Glory and closer to the 
earth mood of As the Earth Turns than anything else Gladys Hasty Carroll has written. 
Basically it is a book about faith, with its central character, Rosamund Lacey, deeply 
religious but highly individual in her interpretation and application of her reli- 
gion. She has become something of a recluse until a chance encounter with a news- 
paper man who found her a revelation launched her on a new kind of career. And 
brought to her Maine doorstep all sorts and conditions of men and women, needing 
help. She did not always define their need- nor did they, but somehow everyone went 
away from her enriched, secure, newmade. The story to some extent is episodic, as 

¢ one reads of the desolate, discouraged, beaten youngish minister and his wife; of the 
girl who could see nothing outside her own limitations; of the retired couple, who 
found they still had wealth @f experience to share; of the neighbors, up and down 

the countryside, who found that their old schoolmate, thegr old teacher, was still 
there with a helping hand.

Salisachs, Mercedes Harcourt, Brace 
THE EYES OF THE PROUD $3 .50 - 
From the Spanish, in translation, this is a gently satiric story with a moral 
ending. The scene is a small fishing village to which Eulalia, unmarried, returns to 
give birth to her child. Eulalia's background, and the past and present of the town, 
are revealed in a series of scenes strung together by phrases and associations- a tidy 
device which shows all the reasons for abandoning Eulalia in her hour of need. Her 
pious sister-in-law turns away; the priest tries to help a curiosity seeker take her 
in briefly; the town's rich Jew tries to use her for private needs; but most of the 
people either actively scorn her, or obliviously pursue their own sinful ways. Eulalia's 
child is commonly supposed to have been fathered by Jose, an aristocrat's scion, but he 
has been too busy arranging a suitable marriage to give Eulalia even that much of his 
affection. Eventually Eulalia dies in childbirth, unattended except by the faithful 
Joanet who has just killed Jose in his grief and anger. Eulalia and Jose are buried- 
sepsrately- on the same day as the priest damns the whole town for her death. This is 
a somewhat aggrieved ending for what has seemed a cynically cheerful account of a 
town's peccadilloes but it points up the lesson. Limited. (LC: 60-10931) 


Boyce, Burke | Harper 
MAN FROM MT. VERNON / / 77 $4.50 


Here is a historical novel written with style ana feeling. Surely one of the 
most difficult forms of fiction is the novel based on the life of a well-known histori- 
cal figure. The very importance of the background often seems a handicap to the con- 
stientious writer, and his original sources can overshadow the dramatic development of 
the work. Burke Boyce, the author of The Perilous Night, Miss Mallett, and Cloak of e 
Folly, has avoided these pitfalls and produced a stirring, motivated story of the man 
who won the American Revolution, tracing his development from the time Congress gave 
him command of our forces until victory was in sight after the battle of Yorktown. 
Washington emerges as a man of enormous stature--passionate, fiery-tempered, indomi- 
table, honest, and determined to live by his principles. The way he forges an army 
out of his ragged troops and his relations with his wife and stepson carry the reader 
along in a real desire to know what happens next and how. Several passages, such as 
the discovery of the treachery of Benedict Arnold and the execution of his personable 
British contact, Major Andre, are genuinely moving. The research certainly seems 
carefully done, but even if scholars should manage to quarrel with one or two details 
the reader will feel that if it didn't happen this way, it should have. (LC:60-13716) 


Ertz, Susan Harper 
IN THE COOL OF THE DAY $4.50 


A novel which leads the unsuspecting reader into hidden turmoils of frustra- 
ted passion, as Murray logan, member of a British publishing firm, encounters the fra- 
gile wife of Sam Bonner, whose father had established the American branch. Both Murray 
and Christine were living rather sterile lives:- Sam overprotected Christine, because 
of her invalidism; Murray had found himself in his work, for his marriage to Sibyl had 
gone on the rocks of her bitter resentment against him- and her unfeeling detachment 
from their mentally retarded child. Sam's marriage was in peril; he asked Murray to 
do what he could to stabilize it once more - and Murray and Christine fell in love. 
At first it was a spiritual and intellectual communion of kindred souls; then Chris- 
tine's indomitable determination to find herself in a dreamed-of Greece- and to share 
it with Murray, and,of necessity,Christine brought their attraction to the boiling = 
point - and their carefully constructed cardboard houses collapsed. Two thirds of the 
story seems boldly conceived and executed; the pace of the final denouement somehow 
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overwhelms both characters and their creator and the finale has something of Greek 
tragedy in the immensity of disaster. Susan Ertz' skilled writing through most of 
the book places this in the upper level of fine fiction, despite the not wholly 
satisfactory finale.

Turnbull, Agnes Sligh | Houghton Mifflin 
THE NIGHTINGALE | $3.95 


A great relief from the turgid, sex-obsessed modern novel, is this fragrant, 
slightly old-fashioned and charming tale set at the turn of the century. The story 
takes place in a small Pennsylvania town; the people aré unexciting- the events such 
as might happen in those days in such a town. And yet there is an undercurrent of 
deeply felt emotions, of recognized standards, of character, molded by tradition, 
upbringing and maturity. Violet Carpenter at 25 is beginning to feel the world is 
passing her by and just maybe she had better face up to a decision about Henry 
Martin, who had been generally accepted as her suitor by friends and neighbors. 

But much as she liked him,she felt the nightingale didn't sing in her heart at 
thought of marriage to Henry. But it took his reaction to the news that she wrote 
poetry to bring her to her senses. No, she could not marry Henry. And yet, who 
else was there for her? What the summer brings in the way of unexpected incident:- 
birth and death and marriage; picnics and firework parties; tightened budgets partly 
solved by taking in transients (or as Katie, the Carpenter's long time "servant" and 
friend, would call them "transhens"); Mike- who was almost the right man; the dis- 
appearance of the nightingale music box, treasure of the Carpenters - and the number 
of villagers suspected- and involved; and finally, the outcome of Violet's sending 

a sheaf of her verses to a Boston publisher- all this adds up to a heart-warming 
tale, a recapturing of the days of security. I liked it. And so will a lot of peo- 
ple, wearied of the unpalatable outpourings in today's fiction. 


Abelson, Ann Random House 
THE LITTLE CONQUERORS $4.95 


* This is a rich, vital novel about a large Italian family determined to make 
their own way in a conservative New England town dominated by Irish politicians. The 
implications of the book are broadly sociological but its concern is warmly human. 
Spanning three generations, the story of the Giordanos takes place during the years 
1938 to 1956 and it is largely episodic. Presiding over events and fiercely possessive 
of her children's fortunes is the widowed matriarchal Annunziata who, though inextric- 
ably bound to old country customs, goads her children, especially the boys, towards 
new world symbols of success so long as they are translated into Italian terms. For 
Mike, an artist, and John, enmeshed in the academic rat race, Mamma's influence has 
schizophrenic results. Desperate to prove that they can rise above the Abbott Street 
ghetto and endowed with intelligence and education,they nevertheless lack the moral 
stamina ever to really achieve anything: Annunziata has their spirits broken. Only 
Vincent, because he happened to marry well, gets Mamma's approbation though he is 
himself beset by anxieties and doubts about the worth of his life. In the girls 
Connie and Tess, complacent and ordinary, Annunziata has no real opponents; it is 
the determined and calculating Linda who is her closest match. Supposedly relegated 
to spinsterhood at thirty-five ,Linda, for ten years, had been the mistress and con- 
fidant of wealthy, socially prominent Vito Marcotti. And shrewdly, when Vito's wife 
died she blackmailed him into marrying her but not without paying the price of 
Annunziata's knowledge of the affair, though it is typical of Annunziata that she 
would condemn her daughter's way of life only if it proved unsuccessful. The book 
ends with Linda's triumph and on a sociological note as Abbott Street is demolished 
to make way for a super highway: Annunziata's grandchildren will have different bat- 
tles to fight. It's a lively and exceptionally readable story, absolutely authentic 
and believable to the last detail.

THE NEPHEW $3 .95 


A gentle, melancholy sense of time, age and the slow shift of relations and 
illusions in a small community pervades this novel. The story centers around Alma, 
a newly-retired schoolteacher, and her brother Boyd, whose uneventful small town old 
age together consists chiefly in concern for their nephew, Cliff, now in the Army. 
When Cliff is reported missing in action, Alma, needing something to do, decides to 
write a memorial of his life. This project, viewed with varying degress of pity and 
alarm by her neighbors, gradually involves them all: Faye Laird, living with her mad 
old TV-watching mother; Clara Himbaugh, a proselytizing Christian Scientist; Willard 
Baker, the ne'er-do-well homosexual son of a doctor who keeps a tense young man named 
Vernon; Professor Mannheim, who once taught Cliff, and is reputed to have led a scan- 
dalous off-campus life; and rich, intelligent Mrs. Barrington, who at ninety is still 
the town's deus ex machina, Alma's investigation, which reveals some disturbing facts 
about Cliff's short life, reveals even more about the quiet griefs and pasts of her 
aging contemporaries, and eventually she drops the whole project- in favor- presumably- 
of living out this complex daily life she has never really known.... In its low-keyed 
way, this is a true, rather sad picture of old age, and a rather surprising book after 
Yaicolm in which the young and talented writer was far less accessible. 


Yorke, Susan Farrar, Straus & Cudahy 
THE SEDUCTION $3.95 
This is a story of romance and tragic passion in the Malay peninsula as told = 
by Zainah, a gentle, well spoken Malay girl in an exotic, tropical society. Taught 


European ways early by the wife of the manager of a local plantation, Zainah learns 
more as the mistress of various wealthy, Westernized young Asians. She maintains her 
friendship with beautiful Dutch Mem Helena and is a neutral observer and confidante in 
her painful affair with David, a charming, transient plantation assistant. While 
David, because of her religion, is taboo to Zainah, she cares for the child born of 
his affair with Helena, witnesses his hopeless suffering (Helena will not leave her 
husband), his open affairs with other of Zainah's Chinese and Eurasian acquaintances, 
and when she finally recognizes her own love for David tries to force him into a 
Similar liaison or marriage. When he refuses, she allows him to be murdered by the 
laws of her tribe.... It is Zainah's, and the author's, defense, that her Westerniza- 
tion has confused her into this tragedy, which is questionable. Otherwise, it is 
plausible and more distinctive than Susan Yorke's earlier novels- to which the terse, 
compelling styling contributes more than a little.

I HAVE SEEN WAR $3.95 


This is a collection of twenty-five stories about World War II, both fiction 
and non-fiction, by people who, for the most part, were on the scene when the action 
was taking place.

At one point in these pleasant, idling, revealing conversations which tovk 
place between Behrman and the object of a long admiration, Max Beerbohm, Max says- that 
in contrast to his brother Sir Herbert Tree- he "shrank from big things". And it is 
perhaps just this- the miniaturist, and perfectionist, approach to life of a man who 
was that above all, and as well an exquisite and a recluse, which to an extent mini- 
mizes his appeal in the long run, certainly in contrast to Wilde who shared his 
dandyism but added flamboyance-- or on the other hand Duveen whose outrageous, ob- 
streperous activities gave such vitality to Behrman's earlier portrait. ne 
interest in Beerbohm goes back many years- to a boyhood acquaintance in the Worcest 
Public Library. His meetings with him took place many years later and the young aia 
tion became an enduring affection- Beerbohm "inspired a peculiar devotion in people”- 
his "presence, his very existence, was a delight". Much of that is shared here in the 
gentle record of their conversations over tea- or strawberries- in Rapallo, Beerbola's 
site of expatriation (the "wayside station between Maugham and Berenson"). Mementwes, 
a scarab ring, photographs, letters, occasion many recollections and Wilde, Frank 
Harris, Shaw, Kipling, Henry James, Virginia Woolf, George Moore, Rossetti are all part 
of the literary processional. So is much of Beerbohm's work- his caricatures, plays, 
essays, criticism. There is little that is truly personal- an occasional family rewem- 
brance or mention of his early love affair with Cissie Loftus- almost nothing of his 
wife. Now- there are the abstract nightmares which torment him- and some touching 
moments just before his death, faithfully watched over by his chatelaine, Miss Junguann, 
who married him just before the end. "Under the Maxian mask was, ultimately, Max"- and 
it still casts its obscurantist shadow. And it can be also said that Behrman respects 
his privacy with courteous discretion. As the Book of the Month Club selection for 
October, it will receive heightened interest and attention.

‘The 
central biographical theme is sometimes lost in the immensity of her canvas, the richness 
of her backgrounds, the meticulously detailed descriptions of Russian life, at court, 
in the armies, even in the Siberian wastes ~ and the vivid setting of the Caucasus, 
region of extremes. There is romantic drama here~ there are revealing glimpses of suc- 
cessive rulers, there is the intricate interplay of complex politics, ambition, fansati- 
cism on both sides. It is an unknown setting, an unfamiliar bit of history- this story 
of the thirty years in which one man was really responsible for blocking Imperial 
Russia's march of conquest. It is a wild tale, made difficult at times by the multi.

John M. Fenton is a Gallup Poll editor. This book is an interesting and 
readable description of how the American electorate has felt about the most important 
political questions during the past fifteen years. The book is not concerned exclusively 
with political matters however; the poll findings cover a wide variety of topics of a 
general nature, some of them unabashedly frivolous, for example, the revelation that at 
some time during marriage eight and a half million American women have struck their 
husbands and that the men have generally retaliated. More serious topics include: Ameri- 
can attitudes toward Russia during and after the War; the popularity and influence of the 
nation's leaders during various crises; public feeling, particularly Southern, towards 
the Supreme Court's 1954 decision; sentiment toward a Catholic candidate for President; 
and finally, some predictions of a safe, general nature about the likely turn of events 
during the Sixties.

JOE MARTIN: My First 50 Years in Politics 


The memoirs of the veteran Republican leader, set down by the Washington Bureau € 
chief of the New York Herald Tribune, make uncommonly meatless reading. The blacksmith's 
son from North Attleboro, Mass., is bitter about his ouster last year at 74 as House 
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Minority Leader and says so. According to Martin, the new leader, Charles Halleck, 
had hungered for years to take over and "moved in for the kill" as soon as the old 
bull dropped his horns; the White House turned its back and cronies deserted in 
droves. There is a good description (already published in the Saturday Evening 
Post) of the 1940 Wendell Willkie convention. But otherwise it all seems as color- 
less as a career in the farm implement business. Martin has his opinions: FDR was . 
the shrewdest politician among Presidents; Hoover could have been reelected in 1932 
if the GOP had come out for legal beer and wine; MacArthur could have had the pre- 
sidential nomination in 1952 if he'd fought for it; Truman should never have let 

the atomic bombs be dropped on a near-defeated Japan, and Eisenhower has failed even 
to try to strengthen the Republicans as a party. Like any fireman who has eyed the 
shiny red car outside the firehouse, Martin admits to having harbored thoughts that 
"it would be nice to be chief", but he denies ever really succumbing to the presi- 
dential bug.

Alexander, Dan Dale Crown 
GOOD HEALTH AND COMMON SENSE $3.95 


Doc Jarvis, whose second book is appearing concurrently (p. 595) curtailed 
his dosage of honey and vinegar to apply to arthritis; Alexander, who had an equal 
success with the advocacy of cod liver oil in Arthritis and Common Sense has, on the 
other hand, extended its therapeutic value to all- or almost all- the ills the flesh 
is heir to and attributes them to faulty diet and nutrition. His argument is based 
on the relationship of oil-free liquids to the oil-bearing foods (and the cholesterol 
balance is basic); his restrictions are several- no water with meals, no smoking, no 
drinking except medically, no ice creams, iced drinks, fried foods, etc.; while his 
recommendations are the right foods and cod liver oil to contend with heart, cancer, 
diabetes, mental health, teeth, ears, eyes, common colds, and, of course, arthritis. 
The 700,000 who were converted by the first book will provide a partial, continuing 
audience now and will be gratified by the increased benefits claimed for this regimen.

Kurzman, Dan Ivan Obolensky 
KISHI AND JAPAN $5.95 


This is a painstakingly researched, highly detailed and, so far as it goes, 
thorough analysis of ex-Prime Minister Nobusuki Kishi's role in the fate of Japan. 
Because of recent events the book remains incomplete and the author has yet to add 
the necessary material that would bring the book up to date. Kurzman begins by 
tracing the social and political attitudes of historical and traditional Japan pre- 
fatory to a description of that country's spectacular cultural and economic revolu- 
tion - a process which is still going on and which makes any analysis strikingly 
complex and difficult. Kishi, a career diplomat, has been prominent in Japanese 
affairs since Japan invaded Manchuria and as Vice Minister of Commerce and Industry 
he was sent there to determine industrial policy. Under Prime Minister Tojo, Kishi 
held one of the most important Cabinet posts but he was later instrumental in the 
fall of Tojo's Cabinet. He was imprisoned as a war criminal during the American 
occupation and when he was released devoted himself again to political affairs and 
stood, in post-war Japan, on the left fringe of the conservative block. It was 
Kishi who consolidated the conservative parties, brought a two-party system into 
existence as head of the Liberal-Democrats and finally took over as Prime Minister 
in February of 1957. Kurzman has a deep admiration for his subject, says that it 
has been Kishi who has been responsible for the easing of Japan's strained relations 
with the Southeast Asian countries and he believes that the conclusion of the new 
Security Treaty is actually one of the greatest achievements of the Kishi regime. 

In a final section of the book Kirzman discusses Japan's most pressing problems- 
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overpopulation, reconstruction, the changing social customs, disintegration of traditional 
spiritual values, the extremist Socialist turmoil (which he says is at the level of 

European radicalism during the '20's), etc., etc. He concludes that though the form of a 
democracy exists in Japan today its substance is still immature and that Japan's interna- 
tional stance is simply pro-Japanese. X1shi and Japan is a politically important book

THE WINE COUNTRY OF FRANCE $4.50 


In an easy-going, quasi-conversational style with barely perceptible touches 
of subtle wit, the author opens his book with a brief history of the origin of vinti- 
culture in France. Proceeding to devote himself to today's zenith of wine artistry, he 
takes the reader on a skillfully guided tour of wine districts and preparative processes, 
elaborated with regional maps and scales of the differing qualities of various brands. 
Unobtrusively, but thoroughly cosmopolitan, he is neither pedantic nor didactic; and un- 
encumbered by the vintner's jargon, he knowledgeably explains, as well, the elements of 
good wines. This book is indeed pleasurable and educational to the interested beginner 
and/or amateur at the art of knowing and appreciating the incredibly wide range of good 
wines.

A CLASH OF DESTINIES $4.95. 


Founded on a vast amount of research and personal interview, as well as direct 
involvement in the Palestine War (1947-48), the authors have written a book on this much 
disputed subject which presents a few new theories and outlooks. With minute detail, Ss 
they treat and trace the history, preambles, development, and actualities of the war, and 
include several maps of the strategic areas and manoeuvres of the battles. Pinpointing 
the central and most significant personalities of the war, they belittle Glubb Pasha and 
his often detrimental influence because of the lack of confidence placed in him by the 
Arabs and because of his frequent lack of shrewd and calculative insight into the critical 
situation. Above all, however, they attack the British, attaching a great deal of impor- 
tance and blame to the British policy in Palestine, indeed in the Middle East in general. 
A basic and initial assumption of the authors is that the Palestine War had begun not as 
an Israel-Arab conflict, but as a rebellion of the Jews against the impositions of the 
British Mandatory rule in Palestine. Underscoring the war as more a loss for imperial 
Britain than for the Arabs, and the theory that this was due to Atlee's (in fact, the 
British government's) policy of drifting and hedging (a policy true also of the United 
Nations), they maintain that "Palestine was not, as they (the British) were inclined to 
treat it, an irritating sideshow; it was the first link in the chain of British imperial 
decline.” They neglect, however, in this context, the prime significance of the events 
and state of affairs which led-to the British withdrawal from India. Though the object- 
ivity of a book such as this is necessarily relative, because of the controversial nature 
of a subject so deep and so hot in the hearts of so many, it is for the same reason a book 
which should and will find a great reading audience all over the world.

THE SEA WAS KIND $h..50 
Albert Klestadt has an abiding faith in Divine Providence and the ability of Se 


properly built and rigged small boats to ride any sea. In December, 1941, he counted 
on this to escape internment by the Japanese and sail from Manila to Australia. This 
is his exciting story of a year-long journey, to which his cool understatement and his 
total lack of self-consciousness contribute. It is a story of days alone, sailing un- 
familiar, treacherous waters in a small boat, with the specter of savage Japanese patrols 
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beyond each horizon. There is the delay caused by capricious weather, uncertain 
officialdom, well-meaning but unpredictable island tribesmen. They sailed 1766 
miles from the Zamboanga Peninsula to the North Coast of Australia by dead reckon- 
ing with the aid of a compass and a map torn from a Dutch atlas, a crew of six 
suspicious and sometimes hostile Moro natives and a Filipino Army Officer, none 
save the author with a knowledge of navigation. This is also, by implication, a 
study of one man's determination and courage in the face of staggering odds and in 
the midst of a world that is deteriorating around him. A first rate account that 
should be enjoyed by almost anyone but particularly by those who are small boat «~ 
enthusiasts- they can learn much from this expert.

There are some 5000 cacti in the Family- and this book, which is not 
intended as a scientific treatise, deals with those of most general interest and 
concern to the collector, even the amateur. The author is the president of The 
Cactus and Succulent Society of Great Britain, and writes this book with the intent 
to clarify some of the chaos of general information and misinformation. After going 
into history and definition, he gets down to the practical subjects of cultivation, 
soil, watering, air, exposure, the special needs of cacti, what happens during period 
of dormancy, winter treatment, potting and repotting, propagation, growing from seed, 
pests and diseases, and cacti in greenhouses. Among the main species discussed are 
Mammillaria, Echinocereus, Epiphyllums, Cereus and Critates.

The “invincible” fleet commanded by Admiral Dewey, which destroyed Spanish sea 
power at Manile Bay, was only good by comparison. A German battle fleet also in the area 
at that time could have easily destroyed it: Thus the authors illustrate America's 
tendency toward military weakness, even at a time when we were already becoming the most 
advanced technological nation in the world. Through World War I, the 20's and 30's, into 
the second World War, they discuss this lack of preparation, made more inexcusable because 
of the minds and means of production which could at any time have given us great military 
strength.

So many books on so many aspects of the Civil War have appeared that it is 
very nice to encounter one that has a different approach. The editors here have 
made use of all kinds of sources - newspapers, magazines, letters, diplomatic papers, 
official documents, speeches, pamphlets (but nothing later than 1865) - and all kinds 
of people (with all sorts of opinions) and nationalities to produce a panorama of 
European feeling about the Civil War. The material is framed in two deaths - John 
Brown's and Lincoln's - and the excerpts reflect the intensely personal response to 
the "greatest event of the century" in many fields - religious, social, political, 
material, economic, etc. It has several fascinating inclusions - Queen Victoria's 
letter of condolence to Mrs. Lincoln, the correspondence with Garibaldi concerning 
the possibility of a command in the Union Armies, Ibsen's poem The Assassination of 
Abraham Linccin and much more - and the comments - from Russia, Spain, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Italy, Belgium, (the Republic of San Marino confers citizenship on 
President Lincoln), and from royalty as well as working men - in their contrasts, in 
their attitudes, in their approach (from calm to inflamed) offer a kaleidoscope that. 
has its changes through the years. Arranged chronologically, omitting the military 
(battles and strategy), this should be a diverting companion piece to the current 
Civil War library.

IT'S CHEAPER TO DIE $3.50 


A doubtless deserved but damaging examination of organized medicine today 
diagnoses more than one type of medical malfeasance- but it is the A.M.A. which is 
not only the really incurable sorespot but the most resistant to treatment of any 
kind. Michelfelder sees the A.M.A. as a powerful business organization, a closed 
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shop, and a tight little clique more interested in practising politics than medicine. 
There are however few signs of health- except profit- in the drug industry where on 
occasion a drug may be marked up 7000% before it reaches the bedside. Blue Shield is 

the doctor's plan- with a built in protection clause which enables the physician to “ 
charge his regular fee in addition to the insurance payoff. Blue Cross is better, for 

a short term illness, but longer bouts of disability are extortionate- and there are many 
regional variations in the benefits. The fee system endures- with its splitting and 

kickbacks; and there are more malpractice suits than ever before, indicating only the 

breach of confidence in today's doctor-patient relationship. The hospital crisis, and 

the doctor shortage complete this check-up on the health of a system in which the physi- 

cian has not only not healed himself but faces a rising public protest. A blistering 

expose such as this should help to implement it and bring about some necessary measures.

_ Subtitled A Drummer's Story of the C:v:il War and with a foreword by Elizabeth 
Yates, these reminiscences of a boy's three years with Sherman were told by the author, 
then in his nineties, to a former book editor for the Chr:st:an Science Monitor, who has 
recast them in the third person and added a distinct flavor of femininity. Unlike the 
drummer of William Diamond's Drum, who proudly beat his drum alone, "Cord" Foote was one 
of many drummers in a drum corps. Born in Flint, he enlisted as a drummer with the 
Michigan 10th Infantry in 1862, the day after his 13th birthday, and was first sent with 
the regiment to Tennessee, where he endured months of camp boredom and homesickness with 
interludes of fear and hilarity. Ordered farther South, beating his drum on the long 
marches, he heard guns but never fired them and watched the burning of Atlanta; under his 
adored “Uncle Billy" Sherman he marched, foraging on the way, to the Sea and Savannah, 
where he was mustered out of service and sent home to Flint, where he died at the age of 
95. Lacking the true smell of war found in Grant Moves South, which covers much the same 
ground, these "as-told-to" memoirs are filled with private thoughts, padding, and soldier 
talk which smacks of the school-room rather than the army camp. The best parts of the book 
are the descriptions of Sherman's relations to his men. Not for seasoned Civil War buffs 
and too long for its subject, this book should appeal to descendants of Sherman's soldiers ag 
and to 'teen age readers of Civil War history.

* This is an excellent examination of modern Germany, its state of mind, 
economic health and moral condition. Prittie leaves no doubt that the serious 
damage done to German moral character during the Nazi era has nat yet been repaired- 
nor will it be soon. The economic miracle, as great as it is, is also a symptom of 
the escape-into-materialism which is the way in which the Germans can forget the 
past- "a German occupational disease". As for the German problem, Prittie analyzes 
every aspect of it to conclude that the West must work for a reunified Germany 
strongly attached to Western Europe. Yet he does not underestimate the obstacles. 
The longer divided Germany remains divided the more final becomes the reality of two 
German states with separate loyalties and ways of life. For example, he notes the 
increasing pride among Eastern Germans as the important industrial workshop of the 
Eastern bloc. Then there is still the mistrust which exists among Germany's neigh- 
bors vis a vis her future ambitions. Vast refugee organizations in West Germany 
agitate for the return of Silesia, East Prussia, etc. ignoring how hated the Germans 
are by the Poles and Czechs. Ex-Nazis still retain positions of importance and exert 
an unhealthy influence.... Yet all is not without hope, implies Prittie, and he cites 
some more encouraging aspects. Nevertheless the overall impression is that Germany 
is still a great potential danger. By keeping her divided, the Russians have been 
able to immobilize the danger temporarily. But while the West has committed itself 
to the policy of German reunification, it must consider with anxiety its realization. 
No one knows what to expect of this people busily forgetting the past and not learning 
many new lessons. The virtue of this book is that it defines the German problem 
thoroughly and shows why it will remain one for years to come.

Here 
everything from letters, shorter reviews, essays, to longer extracts from his major 
works have been gathered together and establish his search for demonstrated truths- 
whether in telepathy, hypnotism, mediumship (particularly his extensive documenta- 
tion of sittings with Mrs. Piper), clairvoyance, and assorted phantasms and phenomena.

Its 
framework is the months of the year as she observes them in her country house, each month 
separated from the next by a short bridging passage of more general observations. Less 
logically integrated than Anne Morrow Lindbergh's A Gift From the Sea or Joseph Wood 
Krutch's The Twelve Seasons, this book has some elements in common with both. Its main 
appeal is one of personality, as Miss Baldwin lets her mind raise associationally over 
the particular month in question, her house, the events of her life (past and present), 
and her philosophy of life, which is in general a hardworking, modest, and religious one. 
The reader will feel at the end of the book that he knows Miss Baldwin, who emerges as a 
woman of achievement and quiet charm, with a keen eye for the simple things of life.

In this second and final volume of Baruch's memoirs, he covers nearly fifty 
years of service in Washington in a manner surprisingly brisk, clear and unencumbered for 
a writer of his age. At 47, we see him for all intents and purposes leave Wall Street, 
get involved in the Wilson campaign of 1912, and then, a little later, plunge very pur- 
posefully into arms production matters which greatly contributed to the defeat of the 
German Army. Memories, impressions, vignettes of the great and near great crowd each 
page. Cigar-chomping Samuel Gompers; Clemenceau, looking like "a great gray cat"; Al #2 
Smith; Will Rogers worried about money matters; Roosevelt growing increasingly weary 
under the weight of World War II; caustic Harry Truman and his energetic comments on the 
Nye Committee; these and many more are encountered over and over. Much attention is given 
to the economics which caused the Depression, and to the fighting of the second War. 
Baruch, although he delves deep only occasionally, crosses a wide area of recent American 
history.

THE STORY OF CANADA $5 .00 


In this vividly written book its Canadian-born author, Professor of History 
at the University of Toronto, has achieved the difficult task of compressing 400 
years of history and the width of a continent into a single compact account of Cana- 
dian political and social development from 1534, when French explorers first reached 
the St. Lawrence, to the present day. With a refreshing disregard of the intricacies 
of military campaigns the author tells of the early clashes between British and 
French settlers in North America and of the bloody 18th-century wars that ended with 
the British conquest of Canada and- also, an offshoot, with the American Revolution 
and the influx of Loyalist refugees into the Canadian Maritime Provinces. Nineteenth- 
century commercial and financial problems and the vehement independence of scattered 
provinces led to internal political battles, while border irritations sparked by the 
Civil War and American expansionists brought the two countries more than once to the 
verge of a shooting war. With the compietion of the Canadian Pacific Railroad in 
the 1880's and under the leadership of a series of remarkable men Canada achieved a 
sense of unity as a Dominion of the British Commonwealth; in the 20th century she is 
recognized as a nation in her own right. Although primarily of concern to Canadian 
readers, this terse and readable volume should also appeal to Americans interested 
in the historical background of the two countries; a valuable and much needed reference 
textbook, it should find a place in coliege and public libraries of North American 
history.

This book, 
over-crowded perhaps with facts, skirts the surface history of these varied aspects, 
summarizing some of the major changes, and then goes on to provide thumbnail sketches 
of the best known department store operations. Things we are thoroughly familiar 
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with here, such as use of United Parcel facilities for deliveries, associations of mer- 
chandising operations such as the Federated, the Associated Dry Goods, the Chain stores, 
are explored. Personalities who have contributed vitality and color and flavor. New = 
York is given a lion's share, with most of the stores known beyond its limitations des- 
cribed; Chicago, los Angeles, San Francisco receive due attention; isolated famous 
stores such as Lazarus in Columbus, Hudson's in Detroit, Rich's in Atlanta, Neiman- 
Marcus in Dallas, etc. come in for their share. The scene then shifts to the British 
Commonwealth- from the middle class cooperative societies throughout the British Isles, 
to specific privately owned stores such as Harrod's, Selfridge's, Liberty, Swan & Edgar, 
Fortnum & Mason in London, Simpson's and Eaton's in Canada, and representative store 
operations from Australia and New Zealand to South Africa.

Ismay, General Lord Viking 
THE MEMOIRS OF GENERAL LORD ISMAY $6.75 


The recollection of yet another leader takes a deserved place on a shelf 
beginning to sag under works of men who brought the Allies World War II victory. lord 
Ismay, Churchill's personal chief of staff, is revealed in these straightfoward, es- 
sentially soldierly, memoirs as a kindly man loath to speak ill of anyone and a solid 
believer in the axiom that controversies have two sides. Thus the intimate glimpses of 
FDR, Eisenhower, Marshall, Harriman, Hopkins, Eden, the British military chiefs and an 
armada of other Allied leaders show all as splendid chaps. And those operations, deci- 
sions and conferences which might have been militarily unsound were politically sound, 
while, of course, those that were politically unsound were militarily sound. To be sure, 
the British and the Americans had their differences, particularly over where to concen- & 
trate in Europe, but they naturally were resolved the way reasonable, well-intentioned 
men with a common objective would pull together on the same team. What spleen there is 
is saved for the Germans- and particularly for the Russians. While Ismay served King 
and country for more than 50 years, first as a young Kiplingesque subaltern on the 
Indian frontier to his final job as first secretary-general of NATO, most of the book 
here is reserved for the wartime years and Churchill- in his words "the greatest English- 
man of his time, perhaps of all time". This is billed as an important and enlightening 
book and it is. It is also at times an absorbing book, but no sparks fly. (IC:60-14086)

Richards, I. A. Harcourt, Brace 
THE SCREENS AND OTHER POEMS $3.95 


Utilizing a fairly wide range of verse form, this small collection of poems 
suggests often a Cummings superimposed upon a Swift - lacking, however, the profound 
lyrical beauty of the first, as well as the astute satirical wit of the second. Achie- 
ving a distinct, but seldom lyrical series of sound effects within stanzas, the author 
takes full, if not, at times, too full, advantage of poetic license in structure, play 
on words, and linguistic originality. Many of his poems are preceded by excerpts from 
the works of various writers and poets whose thought and at times, style, have affected 
and inspired the following poems by Richards. There are some, perhaps, who might deem 
him an “intellectual” poet, but it would seem that many of his obscurities are the cons- 
cious belaborings of semantics - even in moments of levity. The obscuring of an idea is 
occasionally permissible through poetic license when it is subordinated to lyrical en- 
deavor, and occasionally, to both lyricism and form. Otherwise poetry of this sort * 
appears to be the interesting but unesthetic resuit of a writer's juggling of word and 
thought. Appended to the poems are a series of notes and one of the author's recent 
lectures on The Future of Poetry, with novel and, at times, controversial ideas on poetry.

THE BATTERED BRIDE $2.75 


This is in line with the two earlier books The Complete Book of Absolutely 
Perfect Housekeeping and Baby and Child Care and, with her usual definitive manner, 
Mrs. Smith Takes Care of Marriage, a "curious and very ancient practice”. The 
target throughout is the husband - and ways in which to handle (this equals "outwit”) 
him are detailed for beginning wives (their more experienced sisters will find quite 
a few unexpected measures to work with). How to pile your problems on him, how to 
keep him worrying about you, how to cope with his lack of neatness, his hobbies, the 
mustache he may raise, his hi fi, his attempts at cooking, his clothes he won't dis- 
card, his favorite stories, his sleeping faults - these are some of the questions she 
answers. She is right there to cudgel the issues raised in balancing the checkbook, 
types of saving, getting along without in-laws, the right and the wrong way in home- 
meking, fights, and bathroom strategy. This is lively - if often obvious entertain- 
ment which again has Roy Doty's illustrations to underline its defiance of gravity.

CITIZEN OF TWO WORLDS $5.00 


Though less probing into the nature of mixed cultural and patriotic alle- 
giances than one would expect from the title, this detailed and sensitive autobio- 
graphy of a Pakistani is a genuine and frank account whose frequent sentimentality 
is mitigated by the author's straightforward and sincere self-projection. Of admi- 
rable linguistic control and facility, the style is originally descriptive and unir- 
hibitedly emotional. The profound and lasting influence of family and creed is 
constantly and consciously apparent in the life of this son of the middle-class who 
made a name and a place for himself as a military doctor. With a liberal, but 
charming dose of anecdote and reminiscence, his varied experiences range from student 
life in England, European travel, pioneering undertakings as head of a medical regiment 
in Persia during WWII, visits with the Sultan of Muscat with the posibility of be- 
coming his premier, to his activities during the death throes of the British Empire 
in India, the struggles attendant upon the partitioning of India, an assignment in 
the Far East, and a mountain-climbing expedition which proves to be a hazardous and 
cataclysmic undertaking. Humane, personal, and abounding in momentous, as well as 
intimately significant events, this unaffected book is at once of general interest 
and peripheral knowledge.

THE CRUSADE AGAINST SLAVERY: 1830-60 7 $5 .00 


The obvious result of years of research, this latest volume in the Harper 
"American Nation" series presents a detailed, readable and well-documented study of 
the growth and crystallization of pre-Civil War anti-slavery sentiment in America. 
Stressing the fact that not all anti-slavery adherents were abolitionists, the author 
writes of the beginnings of the anti-slavery movement after the Revolution, of ef- 
forts to end thé slave trade, and of the impetus given slavery by the cotton-gin, 
which by making slavery profitable in cotton-growing states forced the South to defend 
it and brought a corresponding increase in anti-slavery sentiment in the North. In 
the 1830's under the slave-owning Jackson the movement turned to one for abolition 
and became the hub of all reform movements in that era of reform. Men such as the 
Quaker, Benjamin Lundy, and the fiery William Lloyd Garrison preached abolition; 
Northern efforts to enforce anti-Negro and Fugitive Slave Laws brought adherents to 
the cause; and in Rhode Island Prudence Crandall was sent to prison for teaching 
Negro children. Men were kidnapped from Northern states and sent to Southern prisons 
for aiding fugitive slaves, presses of abolition papers were burned, in Illinois an 
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abolitionist, Lovejoy, was lynched, but the fight continued, to explode in 1860 in John 
Brown's raid on Harper's Ferry. Well written and carefully annotated, this fine book 
should stand as the definitive study of a complicated subject. A book for scholars, not age 
laymen, its bibliography alone will make it an invaluable work of reference for both

Reeves, James—fds, THE TASTE OF COURAGE $10.00 


This massive (over 1000 pages) and remarkable volume fully lives up to its 
editors' claim that this is what it was really like "to see, to hear, to smell, to feel 
the war at first hand". The editors have chosen well from the torrent of eye-witness 
accounts covering every aspect of World War II. Here- set down in abundant detail- is 
what it was like to be a victorious Nazi officer in Poland, a half-dead prisoner in 
Buchenwald, a half-frozen German soldier at Stalingrad, a bedraggled Japanese in a 
Pacific jungle, a torpedoed merchant sailor, a submarine officer on attack, a beaten, 
bombed-out Berliner, a Resistance fighter, a Commando, an American infantryman storming 
ashore at Normandy or a survivor of Hiroshima. An extremely invaluable addition to any 
World War II collection, this is, however, a book that should be taken in small doses. 
It is brutality, terror and death, courage, occasional humor and finally triumph. Well 
indexed and with numerous maps. A minor fault is the placement of the authors' names 
at the end instead of the beginning of each selection necessitating page-flipping in the 
longer pieces where it is important to identify the writer. 


Mandelbaum, Bernard- Fd Harper 
ASSIGNMENT IN ISRAEL $3.50 
* It seems to be a universal experience that a visit to Israel imposes an iden- ab 


tification and a commitment on the visitor. There's a compulsion to attempt to share 
the heady wine of the tempo, the very air one breathes, the dedication of the people, 
the unique sense of rubbing elbows with the past while having eyes set on the future. 
Dr. Mandelbaum, Provost of the Jewish Theological Seminary in New York, and a professor 
in the Rabbinical School, has brought together sixteen people of various faiths and 
backgrounds, all of whom have experienced this emotional reaction. In the case of 
“Bishop Pike and Governor McKeldin, there was no specific "assignment" - but both left 
Israel with a sense of dedication to the dominant goal. Robert St.John has published 
three books that opened many eyes to what was going on in this land of miracles. Zino 
Francescatti and Anna Sokolow went as visiting artists- and found they brought away more 
than they gave. Leon Keyserling throws considerable light on the extraordinary economy 
of this tiny new republic, General Marshall on the unique army set-up, Philip Klutznick 
on the "vision of a city", and Mitchell Field on the gropings towards a wider view on a 
future of export and world acceptance. Perhaps the most exciting chapter of all is 
Walter C. Lowdermilk's The Land, in which he traces the realization of the dream envi- 
sioned in his memorable Palestine, Land of Promise (1944), for his was a dream that has 
seen fulfillment in a desert rapidly changing to a land "flowing with milk and honey”. 
Simon Greenberg urges the building of spiritual bridges, and Moshe Davis feels that an 
extension of the teaching of American-Jewish history will both serve to deepen the 
foundations on which Judaism has rested in the past and must count for survival in the 
future. Waldo Frank- Margaret Mead and finally Dore Schary have added new dimensions to 
the understanding of the vision and the practicality which brings it into reality. To 
anyone who has been there, the book is supplemented with mental pictures - what was, what 
is. To someone coming to the book with a clean slate, this should spur interest and 
charge imagination. This isn't just another symposium. It is the factual record of a Pa 
miracle.

THE INDOMITABLE JOHN SCOTT $6.50 










Not too accurately subtitled C:t:zen cf Long Island, 1632-1701, this bio- 
graphy by the author of Jcurna’:st's Wife. Arrest and Ex: ie, etc., is the story of 
an amazing and largely forgotten 17-century adventurer and secret agent who spent 
much of his roving life in spots far removed from long Island. The son of wealthy 
Kentisn Royalists, his father killed fighting for King Charles, in 1642 Scott, 

then ten years old, was srrested by Roundheads and the next year was transported to 
New Engiand and sold as an apprentice in Salem. Going to the West Indies at the 
end of nis term of service, Scott returned to New England to write that he was 
employing himself "in and about an island called Long Island", where his name stiil 
lingers and where he traded with the Indians for land, prospered, married, made 
trips to England, and became embroiled with Governor Winthrop, who in 1665 arrested 
him. A brilliant and bad-tempered man, Scott escaped to the West Indies, never to 
return to America but to explore the Spanish Main, map coasts and islands, and be- 
come Royai Geographer. As a secret agent he lived for years on the Continent and © 
was by accident caught in the Popish Plot of Titus Oates in 1679. Back in England, 
he accused Samuel Pepys, who hated him and whom he hated, of being in the Plot; 
probably both men were innocent. Murdering a coachman in a fit of temper in 1682, 
Scott was again forced to flee to the West Indies, where he died in Barbados in 170}. 
Carefully documented and holding a picaresque flavor, this long and readable book 
should appeal to lovers of historical biography and to students of 17th-century 
American and English history.

It cannot be expected that any new book on archaeology will contain more 
than a small percentage of wholiy new information. The rate of discovery in the 
early decades of this century was so great, and the published studies of that work 
so numerous, that recent developments dealt with one by one in current writings seem 
to move slowly by comparison. However, D:gg.ng Up Amer:ca is stimulating and infor- 
mative, and serves to give Americans a greater understanding of the physical history 
of many areas of our continent and hemisphere. Hibben mourns the loss of such irre- 
placeable information due to early careless excavations and ludicrous collecting 
habits, but he quickly goes on to point out that many commercial enterprises occasion- 
ally aided science by sending archaeologists to work in advance of road building and 
regional exploitation. The mystery of the Mound Builders is thoroughly discussed in 
two careful chapters. Descriptions of the latest methods of archaeological dating 
are perhaps the book's most valuable contribution to the lay literature, and add to 
the flavor of romance. The chapter on the Alaska region is particularly timely. 32 
pages of photographs. 


Stefansson, Vilhjaimur Hill & Wang 
CANCER: DISEASE OF CIVILIZATION? $3.95 


In 1906, Dr. Stefansson (who is now in his 80's) set out for the Eskimo 
lands of northern Canada, in the forefront of a joint America-Canadian sponsored 
dy of (among other things) the frequency with which cancer and related diseases 
occur in primitive peoples. As the years went on, the doctor penetrated deep into 
the prevailing theory that civilization, or at least its dietary aspects, has a great 
eal to do with the incidence of carcinoma among both man and animals. Countless 
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reports from all over the world were investigated, dating back to the early 19th century, 
and detailed passages are quoted here from those whose authenticity has been faithfully 
determined. In brief, the book proposes that a widespread return to a pastoral diet and e 
@ more tranquil mode of living may be society's best method of preventing the continued 

rise in the cancer death toll, at least until the way is pointed to a practicable cure.

From The Age of Exploration To 1865 Hardcover $4.00 


Edited by the Kenan Professor of History at the University of North Carolina, 
this latest volume in the Meridian "Documents of American History" series presents wide 
and well-selected documentary accounts of this country's political and social history 
from the time of the Vikings to the close of the Civil War. The contemporary sources, 
introduced by brief editorial notes, range from the little-known: early laws on dress, 
hairdressing and morals, and account of the terrors of a transatlantic crossing in the 
1700's, to the familiar thunders of the Declaration of Independence, the Constitution, 
the Monroe Doctrine and the Emancipation Proclamation. Ieif Ericsson tells of New England 
grapevines, Columbus of islands in the "Indian Ocean", Verrazzano of his "very large 
river, wide at the mouth", the Hudson, Bradford of his "Plymouth Plantation”. Here, too, 
are battles and menus, marching songs, speeches on Secession, fugitive slaves and John 
Brown; the book ends with Lee's touching Farewell to his men. A book for both the home 
and the classroom, this collection of contemporary source material should appeal to 
teachers and students of American history.

Wilmerding, Lucius, Jr. Rutgers University Press 
JAMES MONROE: PUBLIC CLAIMANT $4.00 


Not a general biography, but one directed to a specific area, this has limited 
sales appeal. On January 6, 1825, President Monroe in a Message to Congress demanded a 
Congressional examination of all “accounts and claims between himself and his country, 
over a period of more than forty years, with a view to eventual settlement"; in this care- 
fully annotated study the author examines both the reasons for the demand and the nature 
of the claims. Nearly bankrupt in 1825, Monroe's reasons were two-fold: 1) To clear him- 
self in the matter of $20,000 missing from the accounts of a Commissioner of Public 
Buildings who, as his agent, had bought furniture for the White House; 2) to present 
claims for personal expenses incurred on his two missions to Europe, in 1794 and 1803, on 
which Monroe, an extravagant man, had exceeded his official allowance. A third and less 
obvious reason was that Monroe had been accused of questionable actions by prominent men, 
among them Washington and Jefferson, and felt he should be recompensed for these "insults". 
The expense claims were eventually paid, plus interest, but the insults lingered, as did 
Monroe's ill-advised complaints. Not for average readers or average libraries, this 
clearly written study appeals to students and research historians of early American 
political and financiel history.

Without slackening of interest, Nevins continues the history of the years 
between the Mexican War and Reconstruction. In this volume the second year of the war 
poses questions not only of the pursuit of the war- North and South, but of crucial 
issues at stake on Capitol Hill, in elections, in relations between Lincoln and his 4 
Cabinet, in the country at large, bending-sometimes breaking~ under the pressures on 
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industry (given a terrific impetus), on social and economic affairs, on matters dip- 
lomatic and political. The war machine was getting into gear, but still creaking; 
Clara Barton was beginning to find ways to function more effectively; a new navy was 
forming and growing stronger; issues of prisoners, war and political - created major 
problems of civil liberties; the pros and cons of emancipation are given closer 
analysis than encountered elsewhere. And always- in Washington, in every administra- 
tive area, in officer circles of the army, jealousies and personal feuds were 
hampering the forward march. McClellan rides for a fall; Burnside proves a disaster; 
Hooker became identified with defeat; Grant was blocked by his superiors and his 
inferiors; Nevins even charges incompetence, if not outright treachery in high places. 
And yet- there was progress. The end was not in sight. But the lights began to 
gleam.

Smith, Goldwin Scribner 
THE HERITAGE OF MAN: A History of the World $12.50 


Here is very readable popular history of the world from prehistoric man 
to the present. Professor Smith has resisted the temptation to accumulate a 
mountain of inert facts innocent of balance and interpretation. He briefly summar- 
izes the salient military and political points in the tale of the rise and decline 
of civilizations. For instance, the details of Charlemagne's conquest are un- 
important. What matters is that he created a great Empire... The author deals with 
the whole heritage of contemporary man - religious, economic, moral, legal, the 
crafts and skills, and the arts and sciences. The history is more inclusive than 
most: he gives a brief account of early India, the origins of the barriers between 
East and West, and the frequently neglected Mayan culture. This is a history for 
those who want to know the sequence and relationships of the world's great happenings. 
It is a worthy, but not terribly important piece of work. Professor Smith has ob- 
viously used a large amount of secondary writings; the book offers no novel revisions 
of historical evaluation and facts. The author rather constructs a fresh and vivid 
picture of men and events by carefully rearranging and giving new emphasis to familiar 
facts and judgments.
